Lad Claim* That The Shooting Wai 


Hot Intentional. 


As the result of a shooting affair 


which occurred on Sunday afternoon, 
Phillip Schort, a Russian Jew, now 
lies at the Cottage hospital in a ser- 
ious condition and George Caswell, 
a 15 year old 'boy, is> locked up in 
the police station. 


Schort, who is employed by Jacob 


Goosche, a junk dealer, was in a barn 
on Long wharf, off Water street, 
owned by the latter, in company with 
Goosche and two otfcer men', Sam 
Black and David Levi. 
They had 


been in the barn 
a 
considerable 


time when young Caswell went • by 
in company with a lad named John 
Miles. Both boys were armed with 
rifles. 


Not long after the lads caime back. 


The men were then standing 
in 


front of a -window, protected by a 
wire netting, in the door of the barn, 
When almost exactly , opposite 
the 


door and tout a few feet away, Cas- 
well raised his rifle to his shoulder 
and pointed it directly at them. The 
men thought that the .boy was joking 
and paid no attention to him, but 
greatly to their astonishment he fired, j 
The bullet struck Schort in the neck 
and the man fell to the 
floor. 
! 


The other men rushed out of the 


building in 'pursuit of the boys, but 
the lads took to their heels and dis- 
appeared. Goosche and his compan- 
ions then sought the nearest tele- 
phone and notified the police of the 
occurrence. Officers Hilton and Mc- 
Caffrey responded, to the call and up- 
on their arrival at the 'barn they 
found Schort lying on the floor, evi- 
dently badly wounded. Thej sum- 
moned Dr. Berry, who, after a cur- 
sory examination, ordered the man 
taken to the Cottage hospital. Here 
it was discovered that the bullet af- 
ter entering Sehort's neck had di- 
verged and taken a downward course 
and had probalbly lodged in the right 
lung. The woifhd is a very serious 
one, but probably will not be fatal 
if inflammation can be avoided. As 
there is grave danger of such a com- 
plication, however, Schort's 
condF 


tion is one to cause apprehension. 


The man is 31 years old and has 


been in this city only a few imonths. 
He has a family in Russia. 


Caswell was arrested and taken to 


the police station. He claimed that 
the shooting was accidental, assert- 
ing that he did not isee the men at 
the window and that he toad no idea 
that there was anyone in the build- 
ing. 


On the other hand, Goosche, Black 


and Levi say that they do not under- 
stand 
how 
Caswell 
could have 


helped1 seeing them as they stood di- 
rectly behind the- "window and he was 
but a short distance away. 
They 


could have easily dodged had they 
had any.idea ^hat the boy intended 
to fire at them.' They have had trou- 
ble with Caswell ibefore, and have 
complained of him to the police on 
several occasions for stoning them.

l/azlness as a Disease. 


Is laziness a germinal disease and is 


thert> an antitoxin for its eradication? 
So it would appear from the statement 
W Dr. Charles Wardell Stiles, the zoolo- 
gist of the public health and marine 
hospital service of the United States, 
made at the recent sanitary conference 
of A.n?crican republics held at Wash- 
ington. He declared that laziness—and 
especially a peculiar form of laziness to 
be found In certain sections of tht 
sontliorn states—is a disease the germ 
of irhich, he says, he has discovered. 
Dr. Stiles states that this disease is in 
large measure responsible for the "poor 
white" districts of the south and indi- 
rectly responsible for the conditions 
wliieh have resulted in the crusade 
against cluld labor in the southern cot- 
ton mills. The presence of the disease 
in the south has in the last ten years 
resulted in the inferior physical devel- 
opment a ad mental pov.-or of persons 
affected by it and is the real cause of 
the '•cracker's" proverbial laziness. The 
crusadp against child labor in factories 
at the south was due indirectly to the 
general pressure of this disease, and he 
states that children from the rural dis- 
tricts after working in the mills be- 
come generally greatly improved toy 
reason of the improved sanitary condi- 
tions in the cities and the better facili- 
ties for the cure of the disease. 


The name of the disease is uncinari- 


asis. It produces a condition the symp- 
toms of which are not unlike those of 
continued malaria. 
According to Dr. 


Stiles, the disease has been diagnosed 
and is susceptible of cure. The trouble, 
says he, is to identify it and to pre- 
scribe the proper remedies. 


One of the symptoms is that the dis- 


ease stimulates an appetite for differ- 
ent things in individual cases. 
The 


"dirt caters," says Dr. Stiles, "all suf- 
fer from this craving. The disease is 
due not, as some physicians state, to 
the liabit of eating dirt, but that con- 
versely the habit is due to the disease." 


Dr. Stiles' investigations and lindings 


furnish an interesting contribution to 
the recent discoveries respecting health 
and sanitation, and it is to be hoped 
thnt information concerning the mal- 
ady M i l l be spread broadcast through- 
out sections of tlie world in which the 
discnso is common. 
If Dr. Stiles can 


cure laziness, ho will be regarded as a 
puW ic benefactor.

the declaration with the promise that 
they were ready at any time to produce 
their books and papers in proof of their 
contention that the high prices were 
justified by the condition of the mar- 
ket. 


Kow, wlien the government asks 


that these books and papers be placed 
in evidence, the packers answer with a 
demurrer, practically defying the" au- 
thorities. What is the inference to be 
drawn from this action? If the adr 
vance in the price of beef has been 
wholly natural and the conditions of 
trade have been' as set forth by the 
defendants, the most complete answer 
as well as the easiest would be for 
them to produce the proof obtainable 
from their books. When, after having 
asserted their readiness to do this, they 
promptly back down when confronted 
with a demand to that effect, the public 
can only suppose that the production of 
the documents would not sustain the 
claim. The contention of the packers 
that the publication of the details of 
their business would benefit rivals is 
untenable since the combine has no 
rivals.

KILTED TAPE LACE. 


tirely new and original work, hand- 
made, not difficult to produce and very 
strong. 


The materials required are good nar- 


row tape or braid and very fine crochet 
cotton, with a strip of thick brown 
glazed paper, which is better if used 
double. 


The first two patterns are composed 


of the best makes of twill tape, tbe 
narrowest width. The next pattern is 
made of the narrowest plain linen tnpe, 
which is little more than half tbe width 
of the twill tape. 


In Nos. 4 and 5 tbe patterns are 


formed with very flue French braid, 
the width of tbe plain linen tape, al- 
though when worked it looks wider, 
bc-ing easily sli-etrtied. 
This braid 


looks softer than the tape. Tbe finest 
crochet cotton should be used for all 
connecting stitches and best sewing 
cotton. No. 100. for sewing the plaits. 


For tbe p-^aliop pattern in Xo. 1 pre- 


pare a strip of paper tho length re- 
quired and two /inches wide; make a 
chain of crochet (he length of tbe paper 
aud tack upon it about a quarter of an 
inch from the edge. Next prepare the 
kilting. Make twelve very small plaits; 
sow thorn at one edge with a -very line 
needle nud cotton Xo. 100; it should 
bnvo three stitches, to each plait, and 
between, each set of twelve leave a 
space about three-quarters of ao'lncb, 
which must be folded to form a point 
between each scallop. When sufficient 
sets arc ready, tack them in position 
upon the paper, and make separate 
pieces of kilting for t!ic upper part of 
the pattern; allow half an inch plain at 
each end. Make twelve plaits in each, 
but fold each plait half way over the 
noxt, so ns to make it look full when 
spread out; lack these on, leaving the 
ends of tape just tucked o\-er the chain 
to be hemmed rto\Mi when the panel- 
Is removed; then,using very lino crochet 
cotton,complete tbu pattern with needle 
point stitches. 
Ccmimonco with the 


half wheel, unite the point of the outer 
kilt with tbe chain. 


Next work double buttonhole stitdi 


into the under fold of the upper kilt; 
three rows will till the spare, but at 
the third row, between each double 
.htitch, turn the -nork round, and put a 
double stitch to attach tho upper edge 
of the lower kilt; then -noilc three or 
four rows upon the outer edge, observ- 
ing the same rules.

The city of Dai id is but a small place 
and cannot accommodate the crowds. 
Perhaps they return again tho next 
day, for the Christmas services last a 
week. 


The tourist from America touches el- 


^bows with the Russian landlord from 
the Volga or the Montenegrin, with his 
belt filled with ancient pistols and dag- 
gers. Turkish soldiers keep guard with 
perfect good humor and with indiffer- 
ence which perhaps shocks the sensi- 
bility of Christians. 


The day before Christmas is a scene 


of excitement in Bethlehem. The pil- 
grims have begun to arrive along the 
live, miles of dusty or muddy road that 
leads up from Jerusalem. At first a 
few scattered groups, some of whom 
have been weeks, perhaps months, on 
!ie road, make their appearance. They 


jiair to quarters in the hotels or cen- 


ts or mora likely put up their tents, 


n the highway is crowded with all 


"Dfcf vehicles bearing tourists and 


>ell to do who have money to 
_.. in sightseeing. 
Thousands are 


Tjhg along the side paths on. foot, 
p.ile others come on camels, horses 


«nd asses. 


Where they all expect to be accom- 


modated is a question that might well 
puzzle an observer were it not explain- 
ed that, the distance being so short, a 
majority of them return to .Jerusalem 
the same day. 
Soon every available 


space in the city is dotted with tents, 
each capable of accommodating tAvo 
travelers. From within come the chat- 
ter of conversation in varied tongues 
nnd the odor of cooking. Some pil- 
grims, who have presumably come only 
a short distance, bring beds, tables, 
chairs and even carpets for tent use, 
nnd parties of Europeans nnd Ameri- 
cans from Jerusalem who have come 
up to David's city to sp<Mid Christmas 
usually bring wagon loads of baggage 
to mitigate the inconveniences of tent 
life if they have not had the forethought 
to engage hotel accommodations in ad- 
vance. 


The Church of the Nativity is the 


goal of all these pilgrims. Certainly 
this is the most interesting place in 
Holy Land. There all the divergent 
Christian factions meet at a common 
source, nud there they learn tolerance 
of nnd respect for each other. 


The Emperor Hadrian in the course 


of the second century is said to have 
Biirrounded the place where stood thg 
stable of the nativity with a wood sa- 
cred to Adonis and even had the wor- 
fillip nf Venu.s publicly celebrated (here, 


Two cenliirie.s laler the pious Helena 


raised a church, and of the ancient sta- 
ble of course nothing absolutely authen- 
tic remains. 


Nothing is more singular In the Holy 


I/ind than the entrance to the sniictu- 
i:rj of the nativity. 


At the end of the straggling hamlet 


1h > street spreads out Into an oblong 
Kiuaro \vhich opens on an esplanade 
covered with prent stone flags. ThN is 
the "atrium" of the ancient basilica. In 
the middle of which stood the Imp!IP- 
pit 
cisterns for the ablutions which

lioors were suppressed in the days 


whin Muhommcdun intolerance was 
greater than it-is now and when it was 
necessary to wall up doors and to al- 
low communication only with the up- 
per stories, as the monks on Mount 
Sinai do nowadays. Gradually there 
grew up around this basilica a colony 
composed of the three principal sects, 
tha orthodox Catholics, the Greeks and 
the Armenians, and convents were built 
in such numbers that they overshad- 
owed the church. 


The interior, however, still preserves 


its ancient form. Once out of the 
gloomy enhance one finds himself iu a 
great hall traversed by four colonnades 
and surmounted by a modern roof, HIP 
beams of, which appear. 


At one side some circular steps go 


down toward a door. When the door 
Is swung back, a narrow stair is dis 
closed, at the foot of which stand sol 
diers on guard. On the left is a niche 
lighted by a great number of hanging 
lamps. Beneath the lamps sparkles a 
great silver star fixed in the pavement, 
011 which is the inscription, "Here Jesus 
Christ was born of the Virgin Marj." 


This is the sacred stable. It is a grot- 


to today, but the learned say that.for 
thousands of years grottoes have served 
for stables in Palestine. 


The splendid gallery which extends 


for some distance, glistening with mar- 
ble and lights, scarcely recalls the pov- 
erty and humility in which the Saviour 
was born. 


Everything is in marble here, even 


the margin of Ihe miraculous well 
which sprang into existence to slake 
the thirst of the holy family. 


All the sects have harmonized in the 


decoration of the grotto, but they are 
not to be trusted to agree so •« e'l iu the 
church. The presence of the Turkish 
soldiers is a proof of tins. 


Latin's, Greeks and Armenians have 


their boundaries well deliued in the 
body of the church, and at Bethlehem 
they are very prone to quarrel. There

At 30 o'clock on Christ:nas eve on the 


arrhal of the Latin patriarch a pon- 
tilieal mass is celebrated in <he Church 
of the Nativity. The first ceremony 
ends at midnight, when a procession 
forms and mo\es toward the grotto of 
the nativity. 


In the center is the patriarch, who 


curries with the greatest care a baby 
of wa\, or, as it is called, a "bambKio."

Beneath the silk pillow is placed a bed 
of straw to indicate its humble origin.

Halts are often made 
bcfoie grottoes in which are altars to 
various early saints.

To his 
credit, however, the size and strength 
of an opponent never appear to cuter 
into the Venezuelan's calculations when 
he unslings his rifle. 


The republic of Venezuela is situated 


on the northeast corner cf the conti- 
nent of South America. It was origi- 
nally one of the free states founded by 
Simcn r.olivar in Spanish Xiw Grana- 
da. The present form of government 
was founded about seventy years ago, 
but changes and reconstructions were 
passed in 1S04 and in 1SS1. It was in- 
tended to establish a government siinl; 
lar to that of the United States, but it 
more nearly resembles that of the 
Swiss confederation. 


The national legislature of the Unit- 


ed States of Venezuela, which ccni- 
pri&os eight states, consists of two 
houses, one of senators and another of 
deputies, endowed with the most am- 
ple power iu all affairs related both to 
politics and administration. To torm 
the senate each state designates by 
means of its respective 
legislature 


three senators and an equal number of 
substitutes to fill the vacancies that 
may occur, and to form the other 
house each state returns by popular 
election one deputy for each 35,006 in- 
habitants and another for any number 
exceeding 1.">.000. In the same manner 
an equal number of substitutes are re- 
turned to replace principals in case of 
need. Both senators and deputies are 
elected for a torm of four years. 


The last census, taken in 1901. shows 


a population of 2,44J,81G, of whom 
about -iri.000 are foreigners. The popu- 
lation of the capital, Caracas, is given 
as 72,429: Valencia, 38,054; Maracaibo. 
34.284; Barquisaueto. 31,47li; Ciudad de

The recent internecine troubles of the 


country, on top of which was added 
the imbroglio with two powerful Eu- 
ropean nations, can bnt have a most 
depressing effect on the prosperity of 
Venezuela. German, British and Amer- 
ican merchants, and these comprise the 
bulk of those doing business with the 
republic, will hardly care to embark or 
continue in any such hazardous occu- 
pation as trading iu that country. In 
other, words, the commerce, of that re- 
public is practically dead so far as its 
foreign aspects are concerned.

La Guayra, practically tho only port 
of the country, has a population of le^a 
than 10,01)0. It was at thus point that 
the English and German allies landed 
and wh.ere the custom house is located. 
It was in the harbor of La Guajra that 
the ships were captured. 


Harbors there, are practically none on 


tho Venezuelan coast, and ships lie in 
open roadstead except at La Guayra, 
which has been improved by a break- 
water, r.ut, after all. La Guayra is onlj 
a port of call, a starting point for the 
capital, and of late years modern enter- 
prise has made swilt and easy what 
was a most uncomfortable journey be- 
fore the railroad was built.

The news of Mr. Gardiner's death 


will come as a terrible shock to his 
many friends in this and other cit- 
ies 
On Saturday, in 
conversation 


with several /other 
gentlemen, 
he 


spoke of the coming legislative term 
and remarked that he would take his 
scat in the state senate in a few days 
At that time he appeared to be in 
better health than he had been for 
some months padt. 


Mr Gardiner was a life-long repub- 


lican and was hold in high esteem by 
his party associates. 


Joseph H. Gaidiner was the son 


ot Joseph H. and Mary Gardiner, was 
born in Portsmouth July 8, 1832, and 
received his education in our public 
schools. 


After completing MA 
studies 
ho 


learned the trade ot a painter with 
the late James M. Ixxkc, and in 1859 
engaged in tlie samo business with 
his brotlicr-in law, the late William 
B. Grogan, the flnm continuing until 
July 1, 1809. 


Two days later Mr. Gardiner was 


appointed by the secretary of the 
navy as foieman painter at the navy 
yard, and hold this position for some 
years. Ho then lxvcamo weigher and 
receiver in flic naval wtc»ro, but was 
discharged May 31, 1885, by 
Secre- 


tary Whlfnoy because- of hits politics. 


On October 1, 1S85. he outered In- 


to partnership with the late Willard 
J. Sampson and Herman Manhon 
In 


the paint rind wall paper 
bu-,lno?s 


and when the partners dlod ho put- 
chased tholr Interests, ami carried on 
the huHinc-iti under his own name, and 
wad thus oriRagiKl whon tin* 
floath

In civil and fratomal Hl'o Mr. Gard-

to the same office; 


In 1867 chosen grand warden; 
In 1868 elected deputy grand mas- 


ter; 


In 1869 unanimously elected grand 


master; 


In 1870 elected grand representa- 


tive to the Sovereign Grand lodge for 
the years 1871 and 1872. 


While in office as grand imaster ot 


New Hampshire, Mr. Gardiner 
visi- 


ted every lodge in the state, and in 
his leport to the grand lodge in 1870 
he recommended that a special com- 
missioned be appointed to 
attempt 


the resuscitation of the lodges that 
had become defunct which 
recom- 


mendation was adopted.

Grand Master Robio one of a corn- 
mi tteo of three- to icvl.--e the constitu- 
tion of the grand lodge, and also the 
constitution for subordinate lodges. 


He was a charter member and al-

Ho was a charter mombor of Ma««-

great council of New Hampshire. He 
was a charter member of the Chief- 
tain's league, was its fir^t presiding 
officer, and elected representative to 
the great league of the United States. 


He belonged to the Knights of the 


Golden Eagle and 
was 
a 
chartt-r 


member of Alpha council. Royal Ar- 
anum, and also of Sagamore lodge, 
3:^hts of Honor, and was a past 


dictator of the latter, and a 
repre- 


sentative to its grand lodge, and took 
a leading part in organizing that 
grand 
body. 
He 
had 
attended 


every 
session 
of 
this 
grand 


lodge, and was elected by it as rep- 
resentative to the supreme lodge for 


years. In 1878 he was 
chosen 


reporter of the grand lodge of 


New Hampshire and unanimously re- 
elected each year for nearly twenty- 
five years to the present. Mr. Gard- 
iner's association in fraternal work 
was continuous foir over forty years. 


Mr. Gardiner was three times mar- 


ried, the first to Miss Angeline A. Cas- 
well of this city on Aug. 17, 1853, by 
whom he had one son, William H., 
of Chicago, and two daughters, Em- 
ma A., who died when two 
years 


old, and Ella G., whose 
death 
oc- 


curred at the age of 27 years. Mrs. 
Gardiner died August 30, 1873. 


His second marriage was to Fannie 


A. Clark, daughter of Samuel Clark, 
also of Portsmouth, on Septemfber 21, 
1875, 
but there were no children by 


this union. Mrs. Gardiner died 
on 


Sunday forenoon, February 11, 1900. 
His third marriage was to MTS. Hal- 
lie Tibbetts who survives him. 


A grandson of Mr. Gardiner is now 


a student at Dartmouth college. 


Mr. Gardiner was nominated last 


autumn by the republicans 
of 
the 


twenty-fourth district for the oflice of 
3tate senator. It will be remembered 
that there were three candidates for 
this office and that the people of the 
district failed to imake a choice. It is 
beyond question, however, that Mr. 
Gardiner, but for his untimely death, 
would have been seated by the leg- 
islature.
